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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6, 8, 1 1-17, 19 and 22-24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: referring to independent claims 1,12 and 23, the specific 
limitation of a docking station or receiver having a battery cavity open to a vertical docking 
surface, wherein at least one locking member is oriented to the function in a first direction and at 
least one of locking member is oriented to the function in a second direction opposite the first 
direction so that a battery placed in the cavity is secured in the cavity, in combination with the 
rest of the elements of steps, is not taught in the prior art references. The remaining claims 
depend from the independent claims and are allowable for at least the same reasons.
